CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 12,— A Apodal 

note w&b issuod by the Porte to-day ex. 
pressing tho Sultan's thanks for tho "ener- 
gotic measures taken by the Imperial auth- 
orities in viow of tho diatuabanooB and re- 
voltB which havo brokon out in cortoln pro- 
vinces in Aoia Minor, which were duo to tho 
soditiouB intrigueB of Armonian agitators, 
and which havo boon everywhere supprosa- 
od." The -loto adds : *' Order haB boon 
restored in all tho diatriots whioh wore re- 
cently tho Boone of riots and conflicts, and 
precautions havo been takon to securo tho 
maintenance of quiob." 

Each day alio wa tho situation to be grow- 
ing darker. The roply of tho Porto to the 
communication of tho ambassadors yester- 
day had boon awaited with aome ourioalty, 
as tho representatives of tho powers used 
much stronger language than heretofore. 
They positively Insisted upon being imme- 
diately informed as to what steps the (Turk- 
ish government intended to take to restore 
order in the disturbed provinces of Asia 
Minor. 

(The Porto to-day, replying to the iden- 
tical notes of tho ambassadors of Germany, 
Austria and Italy, simply said that the In- 
formation regarding the scheme for reform 
In Armenia will be forwarded to the repre- 
sentatives of the Powers without delay, in 
othor words, these throe ambassadors ob- 
tained no satisfactory anawer at all. 

A battalion of Turkish troop], whioh was 
In garrison In Zeitoun, and which rooontly 
distinguished itaolf by Burrounding and 
shooting dowu a number of Armenian in- 
surgents, was later besieged in the barracks 
by tho Armonians, to whom the soldiers 
eventually capitulated with arms and am- 
munition, bag and. baggage It is added 
that tho Armenians now oocupy the quar- 
ters at Zultoun previously occupied by the 
Turkish Boldiers. The Armenians have 
garrisoned all the important positions in and 
about Zeitoun, and are gathering ammuni- 
tion and provisions, throwing up fortifica- 
tions and in every way preparing to hold 
tho place. 

According to advlceB received to-day 
from Hadjin, Boveral villages in that vicinity 
have boon attacked by rlotera, who mas- 
sacred tho inhabitants and plundered thoir 
property. It is fearod the disturbance will 
extend to Hadjin. 

It is stated in European official clrolea 
here that us tho reBult of an additional ex- 
change of viows between the Powers, 
through-thoir representatives here and at 
the different capitals, a joint course of ac- 
tion, involving tho display of naval, and 
possibly military, forces, has been decided 
on with tho viow of restoring order in Ar- 
menia. 

From Arabia, the most vulnerable point 
of the Turkish empire, news has arrived of 
a conflict between Turkish troopa and the 
Araba, noar Senha, in whioh thirty persona 
were killed. Despite the reports of trouble, 
the last dotachment of troopa sent to 
Arabia waa detained five days at Port Said 
for lack of money to pay canal dues. 

A dispatch to the Times from Constanti- 
nople says Kiamil Pasha, just appointed to 
the post of Vali at Aloppo, after having 
raised strenuous objections to the represent- 
atives of foreign governments becauno of his 
appointment to the undesirable position of 
Vail Aloppo, la still very ill. He waa suffer- 
ing severoly when ho ombarkod on tho 
steamer, but none of his friends was allowed 
to approach tho houso or the boat for tho 
purpose of bidding him farowoll. 

Reports havo been received of the now 
disturbance at Mush.

Arrives After an Uneventful Voyage 
From Australia and the Ha- 
waiian Islands. 



CAPITAL NOTES. 



Political Demonstration at Smith's 
Falls - Premier Whlteway'a 
Approaching Visit. 



She Brings the Usual Amount of Cargo 
But a 8mall Passenger 
List- 



The prolonged toot of a now siren fitted on 
her at Sydney, announced the arrival of 
the Canadian-Australian liner Warrimoo 
laBb night at 8 o'olock. Tho Warrimoo is 
bftakon hor regular trips, having been tho- 
roughly overhauled and the damago done by 
running ashore off Bonilla point last August 
repaired. She waa three weeks in the 
handB of a well directed gang of men, work- 
ing night and day, and la now aB staunch 
and strong as ever. The damage proved to 
be greater than at first thought, for sixty- 
five plates and several knees had to be re- 
moved and straightened, and a twist to the 
frame had to be remedied. Theso repairs 
cost aboub $125,000. 

Captain Bird is again In command. First 
Officer Arundel, who was temporarily in 
oharge last voyage, haB remained in Sydney, 
Mr. Lawrence, first officer of the Miowera, 
being in the same position on the Warrimoo 
this trip. 

The following account of the voyage has 
been furnishod through the kindness of Mr. 
C. H. Humphreys, the purser : Left Sydney 
at 1 p.m. Oct. 21, with fine weather and 
smooth eoae bo Suva, arriving there at 5 a. 
m. on tho 27th. Loft the same afternoon at 
4:30 aloarlng the group at 7 noxt morning. 
Fine woathsr continued until crossing the 
equator on the 30th, when N.E. trades set 
in strong with rain and heavy sea delaying 
ship's headway considerably until Nov. 3, 
when it moderated and romainod fine to 
arrival at Honolulu at 3 p.m. Nov. 4, Lefb 
again at 5 a m. noxt day, oxperiencod strong 
westerly winds with high seas to Capo 
Flattory on Nov. 1 and Victoria roaohod ab 
8 pm. same date. 

Tho passenger list was a amall one, the 
cabin paBBongers being Misaoa Morrman, M. 
C. Moore, A. L Moore und Roberts ; Mea- 
dames isird, Lambort and child ; Viscount 
Sun dale, Mesbrs. G. McD Clench, J.Aiken, 
C. L. Shamwald, W. 0. Wilson, 0. C. 
Blaok, E. P. Davis and Mrs. Davis, E. A. 
Smith, Mr. Mall, Mrs Mall and four chil- 
dren. There woro 28 second class pas- 
sengers. 

As freight tho Warrimoo brought 750 
tons, including the usual amount for Vic- 
toria. Fourteen hundred bales of Australian 
wool were carried, tho first rocoivod by this 
lino for bobo time. 

Viscount Suirdalo, who eomoa from Syd- 
noy, has boon travelling for pleasure and is 
now on bis way homo to England. 

E. P. DavlB, Q C , of Vanoouvor, waa

THE FARR CASE. 

The Prisoner Found Guilty of Arson and 
Attempted Murder. 

Winnipeg, Nov. 12.— (Special) — The most 
sensational trial over hold in Winnipeg was 
concluded at 0:40 to-night, when tho jury 
returnod a verdict finding William Farr, a 
Canadian Pacific ongineor, guilty of arson 
and attempted murder. Farr was charged 
with tho crime of attempting to deBtroy hia 
wife and children in ordor to marry another 
woman with whom ho had been criminally 
intimate for Boveral years. The trial lasted 
six dayB and excited interest all over Can- 
ada. A very strong defence was put in, but 
Farr's incriminating letter written to the 
press and Miss Robertson, his intended sec- 
ond wife, forced tho jury to return a verdict 
of guilty. Sentence will probably be de- 
livered on Friday. 

BRITISH COLOMBIA GOLD- 

Ore From the " Cariboo " and "Horsefly" in 
the New York ABsay Ofliee. 

New York, Nov. 12.— Tho Bank of Mon- 
treal in this city has received from Koot- 
enay, B. C, tho second largest block of gold 
that has ever passed through tho New York 
assay office, It is in tho form of a sugar 
loaf, weighing 2,345 ounoes and la valued at 
$41,857. The gold oomes from the Cariboo 
mine. Tho bank has also recoivod from the 
Horsefly mine in tho samo seatfon a gold 
brick weighing 1,511 ounces, valuod ab $20,- 
159. Tho metal is virgin gold of a greenish 
tint similar to Australian gold.

VANCOUVEII. 

Vancouver, Nov. 12.— A syndicate of 
New Yorkera have bought thirteen claims 
on Boundary creek, including the famoua 
copper mine at Copper Camp. A large 
smo'.tor la to be erectod. 

C. D. Crandall. president, and T. H. 
Cowan, secretary of the newly inoorpor 
ated Western Kleotrio Lighting, Heat & 
Power Co., have duly aocepted the offer of 
the city made to thoir representative, Bub- 
jsob to certain provisions, bo light the city 
with electricity, 2,000 oandle power, for 
27 ^ cents per light up to 200 lighta ; over 
200 to. 2o0, 27 oentB, and above that, 26 
cents per nighb for 310 nights. 

Mr. F. S. Barnard writes to the conncll 
strongly proteating against their 
awarding a contraat for lighting the 
city to any ono oompany without calling for 
tenders. When the tenders wero aBked for, 
Mr. Barnard states that his company was 
the lowest. In fact ho had offered to light 
the city at actual coat, to the satisfaction of 
tho arbitrators, and baBod on the coat of 
production by the moab modern plant. Mr 
Barnard adds that hiB company havo lately 
procured English capital for the purpose of 
installing cnodorn electric plant to operate 
their Btreeb railway and lighting system. 

Mayor Collins ia to run for otlioo again, 
and will probably be opposed by Aid. Wil 
liam Brown. Several prominent and highly 
esteemed citizens have agreed to offer them- 
selves as aldermen in the different wards. 
The proaent aldermen, with few exceptions, 
will stand for re-oloction. 

The option offered Mr. Barnard'a Kagliah 
Hydraulic Powor Co., on Seymour oroek has 
been taken advantage of and tho deal closed. 
Tho first dollar of the §300,000 to be spent 
In utilizing the water powor of Seymour 
oroek haa already been diaburaod and the 
work will bo started It is said soon on a 
large scale.

The 
body was thab of John Roy, a Swedo. At 
bhe coroner's inquesb suspicion pointed 
strongly to Goorge S. Freeman as tho mur- 
derer, ho having last been seen with the boy 
and afterwards disappearing.

The Preceedings Before the Vancouver 
Aosizo Court— The Facts of 
the Case. 



BELLA COOLA COLONY. 

It Celebrates With Due Ceremony tho First 
Anniversary of Its Settlement. 

Bella Coola, Nov. 2.— Friends in the 
Province, and ib is to be hoped in the wholo 
Dominion, aro interested In the groat work 
of settling the farm Ifttida on the Northwest 
CoiBb of British Columbia. A few linos 
from our colony may bherefore be of aome 
interest to tho readers. 

Ootobor 30 last sets u milestone in the 
history of our oolony. On thab same date in 
1894 we landed in Bella Coola. The col- 
ony deolded to oelebrate that day in mem- 
ory of the event. For ub lb is of great Im- 
portance It was tho first easy breath, we 
may say, drawn ainco we landed in Bella 
Uoole,. Last winter was spent in the heavy 
drudgery of bringing supplies through the 
heavy forests to our camps. During tho 
spring and summer the heavy work on roads 
and bridges has absorbed about all our in- 
terest. 

Invitation waB sent to all white sottlera of 
the valloy who did not belong to tho oolony 
to visit ua on October 30. Mr, Leoah waa 
among ua probably for the last time. All 
bhe other frionda uhoerod us with their 
presents. Tho day was celebrated by lis- 
tening to addresBos and one declamation 
besides opening prayer, welcoming and clos- 
ing addrossos intermingled wL;h songs by 
twelve mixed voice?, ono song by four maleB 
and one by two. At tho very laat, "God 
Save tho Queon " was sung by the English 
apeaking element tho colonists boing desti- 
tute of English and litoraturo. All tho 
aongs except the last, woro glvon in Nor- 
wegian, whllo most of tho addresses woro 
given In the English language. A satisfac- 
tory dinner and afternoon lunoh woro aorvod 
by bhe ladles, and tho young people amuaod 
themsolveB till 7 o'clock in tho ovoning. 

Tho colonists hud also an exhibition of 
■wheat they had boon ablo to raiso on tholr 
new farms. Cabbage, oarrots, rubabagos, 
turnips, potatoes, henna, parsnips, corn, 
peas and oniona, etc , were exhibited. Ono 
turnip measured 31 inches in oiroumfnronco, 
another 23 Ono cabbigo weighod 12J lbs., 
and another 12. Potatoea and other veget- 
ables showed up nicely. Mr. Leech took 
aome of the samples with him to Victoria. 
Without doubt the oolony has raised pota- 
toes enough for their own use during tho 
coming year, and probably other vegetables 
aufficlent for thoir use. 

Bella Coola will, if nothing unexpected 
happens, bo the nicest libble sottlomont on 
the far northwest coast of British Columbia. 
Bub there are groat dlffioultleB to be over- 
come. Tho Indians are getting more and 
more exorbitant in thoir charges for land- 
ing eoods from the stoamors and atill 
worse In tholr ohargos for cinoolng up tho 
river ; and aa long as wo havo no wharf wo 
shall bo at their mercy, as far bb landing 
goods Is oonoornod. Had wo a wharf and 
a alip in which to atoro our goods wo 
could land thorn ouraolves, and would soon 
have horses or oxen to tako ib up tho valloy. 
If wo had a common wharf horo cattle 
rangers from tho Inland would soon find 
thoir way through Bella Coola to tho uoa 
with thoir beef. So wo have to bog— give 
us a wharf. 

Anothor evont in Bella Coola Is that on 
Oatobor 27, last, Mr. C. Carlsan and Avidia 
Baariio wore united as husband and wife, 
being the first marriage of white people in 
Bella Coola. '.*„■', 

All are well and In good spirits, no sick- 



Vancouver, Nov. 12.— (Spocial)— Tho 
assizes started here yesterday before Judge 
Walkem. There aro bub four oasoa on tho 
docket, true bills boing returned in each 
case. Throo wore for perjury and ono for 
murder— Regina vs. Smith. Tho latter 
osbo is iu progress. Tho crown allegos thab 
C. N. Benson mot his doath at tho hands of 
John Smith. Bonson, tho doad man, was 
intimate with Mrs. Smith, and It was 
alleged that Smith killed Bonion in a fit of 
jfialouay. 

Tho taking of ovidenoo waa continuod to- 
day. Dr. Bell Irvlng'a testimony was to 
tbe effect that Benson's face and nock were 
in a battered condition whon examined 
by him and her nose waa fraotnrod. There 
were no signs of doath by poisoning. The 
wounds would have caused death owing to 
the shook. A heavy stick or paddle might 
have caused the wounds. He was positive 
tho wounds were caused boforo death. 

Tho evidence of J. A. VanTassoll, William 
Drlnkwator and Superintendent Hussey fol- 
lowed the last wltneaa and described how 
Mrs. Smith, wife of the accused, had been 
led to coufeBS. She made three statements. 
Her last statement was very full. 

Mrs. Smith, being calied, was very hys- 
terical. Sho bold how Benson had gone to 
her bedroom with her on the day of tho 
murder, and thab when her huahand arrived 
she and Benson woro in each obher's arms. 
She described how Smith had killed Boneon 
with a mallot, afterwards sotting the bedy 
afloat In a boat. She corroborated the other 
parts of the story already published. 

The case was adjourned. 

THE ALBEHNI MINES. 

Further Reports About tbe Work Bela<r Oar- 
on— New Finds Made. 

J. W. Jonea has juBt returned from an- 
other visit to the Alberni minoB. Ho re- 
ports bhab on Minoral Hill the Alberni Min- 
ing Co. are running in a tunnel on the Alber- 
ni claim for the purpose of striking the 
lodge at a good depth. The tunnel will bo 
about 125 feot in longth. They will run 
throo shifts, working the whole 24 hours. 
On tho Last Dollar claim tho tunnel Is in six 
feet, with the lodge inoreased to two feet, 
and the oro improving. 

On Tumwater oroek a fow shots woro put 
into the claima owned by S. Leiser and 
William Munsie, and aome of the rook 
broughbout. Tho ledge is 12 feet wide and 
runs through both theBe claims. The hang- 
ing wall is a crystalline aohiab and tit foot 
wall bl&ok alate. 

Mr. Jones mado a new rind on the Alberni 
canal, justacroas from the mill site. On the 
olalm taken up there aro two ledges— one 
six and the other four feeb in width, con- 
tained in a formation of porphyry and dio- 
rite, Ib assayed four and fivo dollara on tho 
surface. The ere ia a bluish quartz. 

On tho hydraulic claims on China crook 
they are busily at work getting' Into ahapo to 
wash dirt. On tho Cataract olalm lumber la 
boing sawed to build tbe tinmen. Fifteen 
men are ab work, and ib ia expected that 
actual washing will bogin In a few montha. 
Tho Duko of York Co. will bogin aotive work 
aa soon aa tenders aro In for tho construction 
of btw ditch. 

On, Minoral oroek E, Maaon Ib atlll at work 
drifting to bed rock, but has not aa yob dis- 
covered coarao gold. 

A now find is roportod on Cameron lake, 
near the wagon road. The ore is contained 
in a Bix foot ledgo and is heavily charged 
with copper. It is boautifully marked with 
peacock copper. No assays havo yob boon 
mado. 

With tho oxcoptlon of bhoBe engaged in 
dovolopmonb work on tho Mineral Hill 
minos and on tho hydraulic olaima thore will 
not 1)3 many piospectora in tho mountains 
after the present month.

Large Audience Interested With 
Local Detective Work "After 
Sherlock Holmes." 



Snpt. Hutchison States His Case in De 
tail and Demands an Investi- 
gation. 



All tho members of council and many 
citizens attended at the arraignment of 
Kleotrioal Superintendent Hutchison in the 
coaooll ehumber laab evening. The superin- 
tendent also was thero. The proceedings 
opened with a demand by Aid. Macmillan 
that the charges, from first to last, be read 
Aid. Humphrey pointed out that if read 
they would probably be publiahod in the 
papers, and that the council would then 
have good oauee to be ashamed of thom- 
Belves, especially in oonnoction with the 
dotectivo work that camo before the private 
meeting. The mattor was put to a vote, 
and by six to three it was decided that they 
ohould not be read. Aid. Maomlllan then 
demanded a copy of the oharges, declaring 
Jlmc be had not burdened his memory with 
them and cou!u* not otherwise proceed. 

Tint Mayor pointed out that if the mom- 
bora wore to individually insist upon their 
undoubted right to a copy, the result would 
be that the business could not bs taken up 
that nig'-, t, as thoro were not In oxiatonco 
copies of all the documonta. For himself he 
protosted against reading at least part of 
the so-called charges, as he did not think 
this dirty linen should be washed in public. 

Aid. Partridge vigorously contended 
for reading the documents, notwithstanding 
the voto which bad been taken, and whon 
the public applauded hla romarks the 
Mayor warned them that they muBt keep 
quiet or leave the hall. 

Ali>. Machillan, aftar a lot of wrangling 
about the etleob of his demand, remarked in 
anBWor to the Mayor's observation, " Wo 
did not make the linen." 
| ,Tun Mayor — "No; but you made the 
dirt." 

Ald. Mac.millak — " I aBk that the state- 
ment be retracted. I say it ia false, We 
didn't make the dirt." 

Tiik Mayor—" Ic is not false." 
After other compliments had been ex 
changed a motion of reconsideration of the 
decision not to have tho documents read 
was made and agreed to, and the (Jity Clerk 
then read the lot,]amldsb great laughter from 
the audience. 

The"chargea" laid before tho private 
meeting of the oouncll were the first read. 
They consisted of a series of daily reports, 
commencing early in October and running 
until near tho ond of that month, mado to 
tho acting chief of police by ConatableB Clay- 
ards and Andoison, wbo appi ar to have de- 
voted their whom time to this business. 
Here is a Bam pie of these daily reports : 

" Went our, to Henry street where Mr. 
Hutohison lives, at 7 a.m. sharp ; hid on 
the Gorgo road behind a stump. 

" !) a.m. — Poatman rang the front door 
boll ; no response ; letter put under the 
front door. 

" 9 35 |i.m.— Window shade in Hutchi- 
son residence raised about a foot. 

" 10 35 a.m. — Hutchison cams out with 
a bioyole, and rode to electric light station. 

"10 45a m — Ltft the station and pro- 
ceeded along " (long list of stroets) "and 
was loat sight of behind Colonist office. 

" 11 35 a.m.— Located going Into Cun- 
ningham & Hinton'B on Government Btroot. 

"11.52 a.m. — Went into the Globe rea- 
taurantj 12 10 came out, and went into 
8 ilmon'a cigar store. Camo oat and walked 
along Givurnment street ; talked to a man 
eight minutes ; to anoiher man five minutes; 
uud to unothcr ten minutes. 

"1:05 p.m. — Went into Cunningham & 
Hinton'B ; came out at 1:35 and lost sight of 
on Bastion street ; subsequently located on 
Douglas street but lost on Johnson street. 
"Found at theelectrio light station at 4:30. 
" 4:55 p.m. — Went into Globe restaurant; 
came out at 5:40 and went into Salmon's 
cigar Btore. Came out talking with a man 
and smoking, and at 6:10 owing to tho dark- 
ness and our precautions so that we should 
nob bo observed, was lost sight of on John- 
son stroot. Reported the facts to Perdue, 
and went off for tho night." 

The diaries for other days mentioned 
that) Hutchison had " spent b!x minutes 
looking into a ourio shop"; that he had 
"gonointo Lowe's photographio Btudio"; 
"wont half way acroBs Douglas street and 
smarted back again " ; " walkod along tho C. 
P.N. wharf with a yellow paper that looked 
liko a way bill," etc Time and again the 
object of the policemen's vigilance was ltft 
at Cunningham & Hlnton's or tho workshop 
on Langley Btreet. tho inferonce drawn be- 
ing that ho was working for the firm named 
and not for tho city, as ahown by tho para- 
graph from the poliaomon's report quotod 
and dealt with in Mr. Hutchison's roply. 

Ald. PABTHIDOB, when the documents 
had been ro id and after somo questioning 
of Aid. Bragc as to hie disposition regarding 
the superintendent, addressing MByor 
Teaguo Baid, "Now, sir, I wish to ask you 
one question." 

The Mayor — "Bo caroful, becsuao you 
might commit yoursolf ." 

Ald Partridge — " My question is, 
whether it was you or the committoo that 
Bet tho detootivos at work ?" 

The Mayor — "Will you sit down ond 
not interrupt tho proceedings " 

Ald. PARTRIDGE — "I want an answer." 
The Mayor — "1 toll you'I will not an- 
Bwer that question ; if I think it proper to 
set dotectlvta to watch anyone I am quito 
prepared to take tho responsibility for giv- 
ing the orders, and 1 will not boquootionod 
about it." 

Ald. Partridge— " Very well, your 
Worship " 

The Mayor — " I want to Bay, too, that I 
think you don't come bore to doal with this 
busiuess in the proper manner at all." 

Tho reading of Superintendent Hutohe- 
son'a reply was thou prooeodod with, as 
follows : — 

" Victoria, B. C, Nov.*12, 1895. 
" W. J Domkr, Esq , G. M. O. Victoria, 
B O. 

" Sir:— I have the honor to acknowledge 
receipt of your Bovcral rsommuuications, of 
tho 2nd and 5 h inso., forwarding oopies of 
tho various doouments thoroin reforred to, 
and Instructing mo, in accordance with tho 
wishes of tho city oounoll, to attond a meot- 
inc of that honorable body to bo hold this 
Tuesday evening, for the purpose of furnish- 
ing a reply to oertain charger) which have 
been made againsb me. Theso oharges, I 
understand, aB against mo, are fully doalt 
with In the roport of the oleotrlo lighting 
committoo, dated Novomber 4, 1895, and 
presented to tho council on tho evening of 
thab day. 1 respectfully bog leave to mako 
answer aa followa : 

" 1 No books nor accounts have boon 
kept by me.— Tbia la perfeobly true. When 
I waa appointed superintendent on the 22ad 
day of May, 1895, no books were provided 
for keeping records or accounts, and no In- 
structions were given mo that auob reoorda 
■wore required. For the first few months I 



wsb so buBlly engaged In the work inclden 
tal to the completion of the new station, the 
moving of the old plant, engine teats, in. 
•peactun ol fire alarm system, and extension 
of 'eleotrio light lines, etc., etc , that I did 
do • have time to plan tho system on which 
nnoh neoessary records should be kept. 
However, in August last, after the plant 
had been pui inrunningorder, Idrafted daily 
rej o.-ts and a record which would havo given 
oompleto information as to everything 
oonnected with the department. These 
draft forms were handed by mo to 
the eleotrio lighting committee, and I 
have uudeistood that the committee had de- 
cided to recommend to the council their 
adoption, and I havo been waiting for euoh 
action and instructions based thereon. I 
fully appreciate the value of such records, 
and will have much pleasure In carrying out 
any instructions the committee or tho coun- 
cil may give me in this connection. As to 
tho latter portion of tho charge, permit) me 
to say that as soon as the draft records, 
above mentioned (or other similar ones) are I 
adopted, it will bo an easy mattor, from ' 
documents available, to prepare the record 
since tho plant waB atartod with accurate 
details of all material, coal, etc., used, the 
only exact information lacking being tho 
run of the machinery which howevor can be 
closely approximated. 

"9 Non-attendance and genoral nogleot. 
— This ohargo, howevor honestly mado, is 
fabe and unfounded. My outaido work has 
prevented me being at tho plant as muoh 
as may have been expeotod, bub I say Ihaj I 
have done my duty faithfully and well, and 

I am proparod to face an Investigation upon 
oath, It would be ridiculous for me to 
spend my timo at tho station, when thore 
was urgent work to bo dono elsewhere In 
connection with tho Byetom. As a general 
rule, thore Is nothing to be douo at tho 
station by tho superintendent, there boing 
compotent men in chargo of the various do 
partments thero, and I couceivo that my 
duties us superintendent require that 
should give perionul attention to all the 
outside work as well as to the insido work 
It 1b not truo thab I havo not visited tho 
station except at long intervals, as reported 
Tho allegations aa to the lamp trimmers 
never having seen mo on duty are wholly 
false. 

'• Ro Devonshire Road Circuit. — This 
matter waB fully reported in tho regular 
way at tho time of tho occurrence. The 
ciroumstancea arc briefly aa followa : Tho 
dynamo was disabled from excessive floor 
vibration durlug the first eDgino test, a oause 
completely out of my control. Ono armature 
was burned in the colla, and on the follow- 
ing night the other armature gave out in 
the commutator. The latter I repaired as 
soon as I could obtain proper fibre for in- 
sulating rings, and baif tho lights on thab 
circuit wore working in the shortest poBsi 
bio time, not being dark longer than six or 
seven days. The other armature, for want 
of timo and appliances, I gave out to bo re 
paired, as 1 considered it in tho interests of 
the city to do so, as thoro was a groat deal 
of work inoident to tho completion of con- 
struction work, demanding my cunn'ont at- 
tention. Further than this, tho oi y haa 
no electrical workshop, and in the taction 
of the station thero was no provlsiou made 
for a room where ropairB can bo executed 
and proper maohinery for that purpose kept 
What repairs I have dono (and the arma- 
ture in question is the only piece of repair 
work given out) have been dono principally 
at my old workshop at Langley street, 
where I still havo my lathe and tools. 

" Ro Cadboro Bay Circuit. — This also was 
reported at tho timo. Tho dynamo was 
damaged in tho coils of ono armature, and 
was repaired by me aB soon as posslblo at 
my own shop and with my own tools and 
lathe and appliances. While those repairs 
wero being made only altoruato lamps on the 
olrouit wero oporated, and the faot that tho 
trimmer passed by those that wero not being 
UBed gave rise to the report current at tho 
timo that the lamps wero being left to 
take care of themselves, and thia 
is but an illustration of how easily 
even an honest person may be misled. 

Re detectives' reports. — If there are 
oharges to be made against me, I am pre- 
pared to moeb bhom, but I must rospectfully 
protesb againab a system of espionage such 
aB was adopted. The moet absurd, but, 
nevertheless, unjuBt conclusions arrived at 
by thoso amateur Pinkortons cannot bo bet- 
ter illustrated than by reference to the fol- 
lowing quotations from tho report of " W. 
Clayarde" to tho Chief of Police, dated 
October 26, 1895, and a oopy of which you 
havo boeu good enough to forward me. Ho 
says : 

Hero his brother loft him, and at 1:45 
p.m. ho (Mr. Hutohison) hired a pair 
horeo truck from the stand and proceeded 
with the truck down Yates along Wharf toG. 
P. N. wharf. Tho truck wua down at tho 
wharf for aboub ton minutes. Camo up 
from wharf, along Wharf to Fort Btreet, up 
Fort to corner of Langloy street (tho old 
olectric light building).

INTERESTING STATISTICS. 

Col, G. T. Denison, of Toronto, is in- 
tanaely British and enthusiastically loyal. 
He is not a lover of the United States or an 
admirer of republican institutions, In an 
artlole which he contributed to the Septem- 
ber numbor of the Westminster Review he 
criticises somewhat Boveroly what he regards 
as an attack on Canada made by Mr. Gold- 
win Smith. The article was ostensibly on 
the Ottawa Conferonoe, but, according to 
Mr. Deniaon : "He say a very little about 
the Conference, but devotes the greater part 
of the artialo to harsh criticism of Canada 
and Canadian interests in general. There 
are many inaccuracies and unfair con- 
clusions, and the whole of tbe article 
Is so hostile to Canada as to have an Injuri- 
ous effect upon the minds of those English- 
men whoao knowledge of Canada ia derived 
from reading instoad of from personal ob- 
servation." 

Col. Denison, aa may bo easily under- 
stood, Is strongly and bitterly opposed to 
annexation, which Professor Smith oponly 
favors. The gallant Colonel aaya : — 

Canadians are not likely to favor annexa- 
tion. Their whole traditions, their national 
spirit, their respeob for the dead thab have 
gone before, everything that would appoal 
to honor or sentiment, forbid such an idea. 
Oj material groundB everything is against 
it. Our people are a moral, law-abiding 
people. Computing the criminal statistics, 
according to the Chicago Trlbune'a returns 
(the beat available), we find thab 
there were 3,567 murders in the United 
States in 18S9, 3.615 In 1893 and 9,800 in 
1894. The number lynched in 1894 waa 190, 
of whom four were women 1 The number 
legally executed in thab year was 112. 

The murders per 10,000,000 of the popu- 
lation per annum in 1893 wors in England 
126, Austria 150. France 175, Spain 700, 
Italy 825 ; and the United States 1,500 in 
1894. Aa the United States atatiatica are 
more oomprehenaive than the European, pro- 
bably for a comparison 1,200 would be a 
fairer eatimate. In Canada, in the year 
ending Soptember 30, 1893, twenty- 
two poraona wore ohargod with mur- 
der and thirty-four with manalaughtor, 
or a total of fifby-slx for 5,000,000 
people, or 112 per 10,000,000— the beab 
rucord of them all. Lynching is unknown 
in Canada. The amount of money stolon 
by embezzlers and defaultoro in the United 
States in 1894 amounted to 925,234,112. 
Tho widespread distroBS and depression in 
the United Statoa, tho fact that our aharo 
of paying the ponslon fund of $140,000,000 
would bo §10,000,000 por annum, or moro 
than the interest of our gross debt of $300,- 
000,000 all tend to show that annexation 
cannot appoal to tho Canadian pooplo on 
any ground either moral or material. No 
wonder Mr. Smith quotes a Freuoh travel 
ler (Max O'Kell) as his authority for tho 
extent of the annexation party. And yob 
his articles are read in England as oonvoy 
ing Information on the Canadian question 

In this connection it may bo well to quote 
some Btatistloa on divorces, oontained in a 
tract on tho woman suffrage movomont in 
tho Unitod Statoa rooontly written by " A 
Lawyor " : 

In the yoar 1885, the author shows that in 
tho Iargor po r tion of tho Christian world tho 
statistica of divorco stood aa follows : 
France, 6,245 ; Germany, 6,161 ; Russia, 
1,789 ; Austria, 1,718 ; Switzerland, 920 ; 
Denmark, 635 ; Roumania, 541 ; Italy, 556; 
Great' Britain and Ireland, 508 ; Holland, 
339 ; Belgium, 290 ; Swodou, 229 ; Ausfcra. 
Ha, 100 ; Norway, 08 ; and Canada, 12 
The total for all those oountrles amounted 
to 20,111. For tho Unitod States tho re- 
turns gave 23,472, or an excoaa ovor tho num- 
ber of all tho othors togother of 3,361, 
lb will be Been that thoro are no re- 
turns for Spain, Portugal, Groeoo, Moxlco 
and Central and South Amorioa, and it Is 
doubtful whothor, If tho divorooa and flopara 
tlona in theae oountroa were known they would 
all told bo equal to tho aurplua of 3,361. At 
any rate, the fact to which this writor, who 
is a oltlzen of the Unitod Statoa, dirootB at 
tention, la a very romarkablo one. It ap- 
pe»rs from thoso statistics that tho numbor 
of dlvoroos in tho United States ia consider- 
ably in exoess of tho numbor reported ir om 
all tho root of tho world for tha year 1885. 



It is equally remarkable that in Canada tbe 
divorces thab took place in tho year in ques- 
tion were bub a fraction of the lowest num- 
ber returned for any of the states of Europe. 
Compared with the enormous aggregate re- 
turned from the states of tho union, that of 
the Dominion offers a contrast of profound 
significance. As to ths laws which make 
divorce oo eaay In the Republic, the aamo 
writer aaya: "The laws of a country 
are tho surest evidence of tho social condi- 
tion and tho political development of ita 
oitizsns, tho order of Ideaa alwaya preceding 
the order of events, and the moral opinions 
of a people never oryBtalliza Into a law until 
the people have themselves Bunk or risen to 
the level of the opinion." 

GOBDUOATION. 

Our highly eatoemed correapondent, "Old 
Maid," is not ploaBed with what Bishop Per- 
rin said about our publlo sohoola In the short 
speech whloh he made In the Viotoria 
Theatre on Friday evening. The Bishop, 
it seems, dooa not beliove in co-education. 
He disapproves of schools in whioh boys and 
girls are taughb together. There are a great 
many in America who are convinced that 
both tho boys and the girls are benefited by 
being instruoted in tho aamo sohool. In 
point of fact, " mixed schools " are the only 
schools possible for the greab majority of tho 
childrenof this Dominion. In the country dis- 
tricts it would be simply impossible to havo 
boys and glrla taught aopuratoly. Evory 
Canadian, man or woman, who haa beon 
brought up in tho oountry haa attended a 
mixed sohool, and very many have attended 
no other echool. Hasatudying in tho same 
room with the brothers and tho brothers of 
the other glrla of the sottlemonb been injuri- 
ous to tho woman of Canada, and Is a Cana- 
dian man any the worso for having glrla for 
hla olassmatea for many years '.' That oo- 
eduaatlon has had an influence on tho char- 
acter of both the men and tho women is un- 
deniable. Has that iriluonce boon for good 
or for ovil '! The inquiry is an important 
ono, and it ia one thab should be mado bo- 
foro co-educationiBunqualifiedly condemned. 

It is neither fair nor philosophical to con- 
demn a syatom of ecluoation or anything else 
without full and impartial Inquiry. If co- 
eduoation ia bad ita offoota muat bo vieiblo 
in the character and lives of the people of 
Canada, from the Atlanti. to thePacifio, Aro 
the children of the rural districts of this 
province likely to bo demoralized because it 
ia impossible to educato the boys in ono 
school and tho glrla In another ? 

If lb ia admitted thab co-eduoatlon Is not 
injurious to character in rural districts lb 
will, we think, bo diffioulb to provo that it la 
injurious in city schools. Boys and glrla 
have been educated togother In Canadian 
towns ua wollaalnCanadianoountry diatrlots. 
What havo been the results ? Ie Bishop 
Perrin prepared to aaaert that those boys 
and girls after they grow to be men and 
women havo proved worso members of so- 
ciety than men and women who have beon 
educated in sohoola in whioh the children of 
only one se:c wore taught 1 

If wo do not mistake, co-education has 
beon the rule in many parts of Scotland for 
very many years. Tho lads and lassos at- 
tended the same school and were taughb by 
the same teachor. Haa co-education in Scot- 
land beon produotivo of bad roBulta '! Aro 
the Scotoh the worao or the better for hav- 
ing attondod the pariah schools the doora 
of which wore oponed to both 
boys and girls ? Ia the faot that 
the householders of Northampton 
would have been horrified ab the proposal to 
establish a school in their town open to boya 
and girls Indiscriminately an argument 
against co-edueation t The only inferenoo 
that a Canadian can draw from that fact li 
that the good people of Northampton are 
prejudiced against oo-eduaation. And it 
may be thab boys who, since their babyhood, 
had associated with boya only, would not be 
fit sohoolmatea for gently nurtured glrla. 

Blahop Perrin la oomparatlvoly a stranger 
in Canada. He probably dooa not know to 
what extent co-education obtains- in 'his 
Dominion and on this continent generally, 
and consequently ho does not know thab 
when he speake of co-eduoatlon with some- 
thing liko horror, he la likely to hurt tho 
toolings of many Canadians in whoso minds 
the " littlo rod schoolhouae " is connected 
with muny pleasant and bonder asBooiations. 
" An Old Maid " is not tho .only Canadian 
who lovoa to think of her school days and 
her schoolmates. 



lleve that the proper place for the child for 
the first five or six years of its life ia ab its 
mother's knee. But this, of course, assumes 
that the mother ia in a poaition to devote 
herself to her children. When she is not in 
a position to do so the case is different. 

The Kintcrgarten system, as we have heard 
it explained, i.=, wo are Batiefiod,the right sya- 
tom, It allows tho child's mind to develop 
itsolf in the natural way. The little ono ie 
not stuffed wllh lessons or wearied with un- 
congenial tasks. Tho child picks up ideaa 
In the Kintcrgarten as lb doos at homo, in tho 
fields or on the street, voluntarily and almost 
Insensibly, whilo it ia at play or doing what 
it regards as its business. We believe that 
if this systom were, as far aa possible, Intro- 
dnced into schools for ohildron of larger 
growth tho pupils would Ioarn more and 
their minda would be moro symmetrically 
developed. If the very littlo ones are to go 
to Bohool at all the Klntergarten is the place 
for them. It ia, however, questionable 
whothor tho time haa arrived in whioh it 
would be either judicious or practicable to 
establish publlo klntergartons in this city. 
Being only possible In towns t t.cy would have 
to be supported wholly by the municipality, 
and ib is, the ratepayers think, heavily bur- 
dened enough alroady for tho support of 
schools.

Mallandalne, one of tho bost known young 
men of Victoria— just aa it had been picked 
up afloab off Clover Point In tho little White- 
hall boat In which tho unfortunate young 
man had left home on a duck 
hunting expedition laab Thursday morn- 
ing. The body had fastenod aboub the 
waist and one leg the end of tho boat's 
painter, and neither oars nor anything olse 
were found in the little craft. 

That the accident occurred on Sunday or 
early Monday Is evidenced by tho fact that 
the boat was soon on Monday afternoon not 
far from tho San Pedro by a passing 
schooner which could not, howevor, got near 
it. Her report lnduoed Captain D. D. Mc- 
intosh to go out with his lauDoh, but ho was 
then unable to locate tho littlo boat. The 
tug Constance also wont out in Boarch of 
the boat tho samo evonlng but unsuccess- 
fully. 

When picked up tho boat was about half 
filled with water, and life had apparently 
passed from tho cold body lying in tho bot- 
tom several hours at least. It was then 
about ten milea from Albert Head, where 
tho deceased had mentioned tojhis brother, 
on leaving home Thursday, ho Intondod to 
mako his camp. Ho was alone on the expe- 
dition and had intended roturning on Sun- 
day if tho sport proved good. If nob, hia 
plan was to remain out as long aa tho sup- 
plies lasted— until Wednesday or Thursday. 

Tho boat, a libblo square stern Whitehall, 
waa a frail thing in rough weather, although 
ho know hor and handlod her well. 

The inquest will be held at 8:30 thla 
morning— tho early hour being fixed to 
enable the crew of the Sehome to attend. 

A. S. Hunter, who had been on sovoral 
hunting tripa with Mallandalne in the 
vicinity of Albert Head, stated laat evening 
that two men at the navy yard who knew 
Mallandaino by Bight, had mot him about 
two hundred yards from the Albert Head 
lagoon on Sunday afternoon at throe 
o'clock. He told them he had had good 
luok shooting and was going homo with 
twolve braoo of birds. He then started for 
the shore and that was tho last eeen of him. 

Sergeant Lingley, of tho provincial police, 
went out to Albert Head in tho afternoon 
in the police launch, found tho camp and 
brought baok to the city tho tont and con- 
tents. No trace was found of the game, 
oara, rowlocks or the shotgun and rifle 
whioh the deceased had takon with him. 
From the faot that the camp outfit had not 
been moved a theory that Mallandalne had 
mbt hie death in trying to recover hiB boat, 
which had drifted from shore, seems to be 
corrocb. 

Mr. E. Mallandaine, jr. , and also Mr. 
Hunter both said that Fred had boon a very 
careful man with a boat, and that if ho had 
started oub in her and had boon capsized tho 
rowlocks would have been found in the pin 
holes as he waa always very careful to make 
them faat beforo starting out to row. The 
rowlocka and oara are probably hidden aome- 
whero In tho buBh near the oamp. 

Fred Mallandaino, the viotim of this par- 
ticularly aad fatality, was tho second son of 
the well-known arohltect, Mr. E. Mallan- 
dalne, Br., and waa a native born Victorian, 
27 yeara of age. For yeara ho had been 
prominently Identified with looal aquatic 
and athletic aports, and hia genial personal- 
ity will bo keenly missed, not for months 
but for years, more especially in the ranks 
of the J.B.A. A., of which he waa one of the 
first and moat enthusiastic members.

Chief Justice Davie Dismisses the Casn 
Against the Seized Sealiusr 
Schooner. 



No Evidence to Show That She Had 
Oii'ended Against the Behriog 
Sea Herniations. 



The achooner E. B. Marvin ia again free, 
the case brought ogainat her for alleged in- 
Iraotion of the aealing regulations having 
been diBmlased by Chief Justice Da vie in 
the Admiralty court yoBtorday. 

When the hearing was- resumed at 11 a. 
m. the defenco called Capt. Byera, master 
of the Marvin, for the purpose of explaining 
the discrepancy between the countB of the 
ammunition by the offioera of the Rush and 
tho manifest upon which the vesaol aleared 
at Atu. Capt. Eyers afcor shortly describ- 
ing his oruise, firat to tho Japan coast and 
theme to Copper Island and Atu, statoa that 
aocording to instructions rooelved from 
Capt. Cox— the owner— oarlior in the season, 
he had roported at Atu on July 29 to the 
cuBtoma authorities there, for the purpose 
of having hiB armB sealed up. The ouatoms 
officer informed him that there was no longer 
authority for the sealing up of arma. 
An inventory of the ammunition was taker, 
however, the oustoms offioer and the oap- 
taln taking the count made by the huntore, 
and a manifest being written out accordingly. 
The veBsel was subsequently boarded by tho 
Grant, on August 21, and tho Perry on 
August lli, and everything was found all 
right. 

On Septembers, tho Rush boarded the 
Marvin. The witness doscribed the search 
of the veBBel, and her seizure. Aftorwards 
he went on board the outiter to see Captain 
Hooper, who Bald the seizure was mado be- 
cauae the arms wore unsealed and baoauBe a 
shothole had been found in one of the pelts 
on board. When the offioera of tho Hash 
counted *he ammunition and found a differ- 
enco between them and the number of shells 
aeb forth In the manifeat, the witne88 had 
asked Captain Hooper to waib till the hun- 
ters who were away in the boata should re 
turn, aa they could probably Bhow where 
the rest of the ammunition was stored. 

CaptalnHoopersaid, however, thatthe dis- 
crepancy made no difference — it was not on 
that account the vessel was seized, and he 
waa not holding a court of inquiry. The 
witness atated that he and two hunters had 
gone aahore at Ounalaaka, but no ammuni- 
tion was purchased. The total count by 
Commander Garforth at Dutch Harbor aftor 
the Marvin waa handed over to H. M.S. 
Pheasant waa within one of the manifest. 
The diBcropancy in the number of loaded 
shells waB, he believed, mado by the hunters 
in mistako counting the 43 paper Bhells aa 
brass shels at Atu. 

The Chief Juatlce then gave an oral judg- 
ment diamlaaing the information, and stating 
that he would deliver a written judgment if 
desired. During the afternoon Hia Lord- 
ship handed down the following : 

"In the Exchequer Courb of Canada 
(British Columbia Vice-Admiralty Division, 
No. 2)— The Queen va. The Ship ' E. B. 
Marvin.' 

" This was an e-j'ion fo- condemnation of 
the British vessel E. B. Marvin, her equip- 
ment and everything on board of her and 
the proceeds tboreof, instituted by Arthur 
Yerbery Moggridge, commondor in H.M.5. 
Royal Arthur, on behalf of Her Mnjaaty, on 
the ground that at the timo of the selzsre 
preBontly mentioned tho aaid vesaol was: In 
Behring sea fully armed and equipped for 
taking fur eeal?, and was engaged in 
fur Beal fishing In Behring's Sea 
from the 9ch August, 1895, to the 
2nd September, 1805, continuously, acd 
did dnrlng tho said time use firearms and 
explosives for tie purpose of killing fur 
seals, oontrary to the Behring Sea Award 
Aot, 1894. 

"Tho facts of the case aa proved before 
me Bhow that the veasol, William Douglas 
Byera, master, loft the port of Viotorla on 
tho 11th January, 1895, for the North Pad- 
fio on a fur sealing voyage, fully manned 
and equipped with the neceaBary outfit for 
aeal fiBhiDg, Including a supply of firearms 
and explosives. The Behring Sea Award 
Act, 1894, whioh, by article 6 of tho first 
Bohedule, makes It unlawful thereafter to 
use firearms and explosivoa in fur booI fish- 
ing, came into foroe on the 2Mrd April, 1891, 
after tho Marvin had left Victoria 
and whilBt she waa prosecuting her 
voyage. On the lfith of Juno, 1895, 
Captain Byers received notlco of the aot, 
with instructions to proceod to Copper Is 
land for tho purpose of gotting his firearms 
sealed up, and on bho .27th July reported 
with hia vessal to Capttin Carmine, the Am- 
erican custom house officer at Copper Island, 
who informed him that ho had no authority 
to aoal up hiB arms and ammunition, but 
after making a manifest of tho things on 
board gave Captain Byers a oloaarnoe per- 
mitting his veBBel to proceed to Bohring's 
sea for the purpose of hunting fur seals. The 
manifest with which Captain Byers went to 
sea from Copper Island included 1,152 load- 
ed braes ahollB, 90.'! empty brunB shells, and 
138 empty paper slide. Having proceeded 
on her voyago the vessel was ovorhuuled find 
searched, but allowed to go free, on tho 21st 
August, by tho U.S.S. Grant, and by tho 
Perry on the 26th Auguat, and on tho 2nd 
September, after tho bunter3 had lefb the 
veBBel for tho day'a sealing, tho U 8 S. Rush 
hove in sight and boardod her. The oargo 
then on board of 33G aoalekina waa diligently 
examined by tho officers of the RuBh, and, 
with tho oxcoptlon of one akin, showed no 
appearance of anything but spearing. In 
one skin, however, a holo waa discovered 
which might have been cauaod by a bullet 
or buokahot, and tho officers of tho Rush be- 
lieved that it waa bo caused, and a count of 
tho ammunition on board showed a consid- 
erable difference from tho manifoBt, the 
actual count made by thoolliaora of the Rush 
showing 1,081 braea shell cartridges loaded, 
734 braea shells empty, 44 paper Bholla load- 
ed and 170 paper shells ompty. Undor those 
circumatanoea tho Marvin was placed under 
seizure. 

" The huntors oamo home in tho afternoon 
of tho Banio doy with a further catch of 
some forty BoalB, all taken apparently in a 
perfootly iegitimato mannor, as tho huntora 
had noltbor firo-atmB nor ammunition In 
thoir boats. 

"Tho Marvin was taken to Ounalaskn and 
thoro handed over to Lieut. Garforth, of 
H.M.S. Pheasant, who again counted tho 
ammunition. His count differed somowhab 
from that of tho Rush, and besides those 
cartridges and Bhnlls formerly counted by 
tho offioors of tho U.S. vesaol, two cardboard 
boxes of ompty brass shells woro produced 
by Capt. ByorB from tho Marvin's lookers, 
making togother with bhoso already counted, 
a total of loaded und unloaded braes 
and paper cartridges and ahellB amounting 
to 2,191, or within ono of tho number ap.

peariog on tho manifest, but differing in 
kinds, Lieut. Garforth's count showing 1,104 
brass sheila loaded, aa ogainat 1,152 on ihu 
manifest ; 742 brass shells empty agiiusb 
91)3 <iu th^ manifest; 305 p-pe shells 
empty, as againBb 138 on the mm. f ■", and 
43 paper shells loaded, while mere w ere no 
paper thollB loaded on tho manifest. 

" Capt. ByorB tells us that wnun the 
officors of the Rush mads their o >uuh, be 
knew thab there were more shells some- 
where, and aaked tho officors to wait until 
the hunters oame back, aa they would pro- 
bably know where the missing sholH were, 
and that when the hunters camo back they 
did inform him of the Bholla whioh wera 
afterwards produoed from the lookers. Ho 
further tells ua thab the counb mado ab Cop- 
per iBland and appearing on the manifest WB8 
mado by tho huntorB, whoso word was 
taken for the number entered on tho mani- 
fest. He accounts for tho dlacrepanoy be- 
tween paper and brasa ahella by tho onea be- 
ing then mistaken for the others. 

" I am of opinion thab Capt. ByorB 1 ex- 
planation is a reasonable one. Upon in- 
apection of tho cartridges I pbservo that 
tho butt of the brasa and paper cartridge in 
identical, both being of braBB, and I can 
very well beliove that In counting thorn in 
the boxes this mistake might easily have oc- 
curred. I attach no importance to the holo 
in tho skin. Mr. Lubbe, a fur dealer, who 
was called aa a witneaa, whilst expressing 
his belief that a hole pointed oub by him 
waa a buokahot hole, pointed out a different 
holo and one which had nob been perceived 
by tho sffioora of the Rush. 1 am by no 
moans persuaded that either hole was caused 
by a shot, although of cuureo cither might 
have been ; bub then again, even if caused 
by a shot, it by no means follows that the 
Bhot was from the Marvin. On tho con- 
trary, it is quito possible that if tho hole 
wis a shot wound such shot might have 
bjen firod by a stranger some time before, 
for Mr. Lubbo tella us that the wound 
would not heal over for two or three weeks, 
and he also tella ua that it 
la no uncommon thing to find 
nests of old ahot In the eklna of seal killed by 
spearing or in other ways, Captain Byorx, 
who gave his evidenoo in a straightforward 
and unequivocal woy, assures us that no 
ahooting whatever took place, and tho fact 
that the huntera came back after tho eeizuro 
without arma or ammunition, and the fur- 
ther faot that no indication whatever of ahot 
wero found in any of tho other skins, and the 
tally, within one, of tho total count on tho 
manifeat, strongly corroborate blm. 

" I think that the diaoropanoy at first in 
the number and in kind botween tho ammu- 
nition found and that desoribed in the 
manifesb created sufficient suspicion to war- 
rant tho arrosb : buo this suspicion, I think, 
has been satisfactorily cleared up by Captain 
ByorB. 

"The Buit will therefore be dkmlsBed 
without oosts." 

The Beatrice ease oomea on this morning, 
and judgment in tho Shelby case will also be 
delivered.

girls wear short stays, which, after 8 
years of age. should bo replaced by stays, 
of course without whalebones, so as to 
support the figure without confining it. 
Beyond 10 or 12 years ib is much better 
for little girls to wear shoes made to 
measure, for the foot then begins to 
shape well or badly, according to the 
way it is inclosed. As a pretty foot is 
one of the real beauties of a woman, it 
cannot be too strongly advised not to buy 
ready made shoes for littlo girls after 10 
years, hut have them made to order. 

Blue serge makes a serviceable dress 
for children as well as for their mothers. 
For outdoor wear are little coats of navy 
blue or light cloth, with gilt buttons. 
The New York Herald, from which the 
foregoing hints are gleaned, illustrates 
one of the new coats suitablo for a littlo 
girl of from T to 12 years of age. 



Sewing on Buttons. 

For buttons which are sewed through 
aud through, and on which there is 
great strain, such as those on children's 
waists. No. 10, or at least not finer 
thiui No. 20, cotton is needed. Linen 
thread is not available, because it re- 
quires a coarse needle, and that will not 
pass readily through the button. Double 
the cotton, place a pin across the top of 
the button and sow over it and through 
the holes, winding the cotton around 
the but ton underneath after each stitch. 
Thus yon make an artificial shank, and 
when the pin is withdrawn there is 
enough thread to provent it snapping 
when strained. 

For coat button.^ whether lasting, 
bone or ivory, the best tiling to use is a 
coarso twist. If yon can got tailor's 
twist, ho ranch the better. Linen thread 
turns gray and becomes brittle after a 
short time. Twist is the best for shoo 
buttons iind should always bo used dou- 
ble. 

One Way to Serve Cold Lamb. 

The remains of cold lamb or mutton 
are cut in neat slices and arranged on a 
flat dish. Boil a pint of canned tomatoes 
or a pint of sliced fresh tomatoes for 
2!s minutes. Rub the tomatoes through 
a strainer. Season with pepper and salt, 
add a small teaspoonfnl of sugar and a 
tiny pinch of baking soda to correct the 
acidity of the tomatoes. Cook a table- 
spoonful of butter and heaping table- 
spoonfuls ui' Hour together as in making 
cream sauce; add the strained tomatoes, 
and when it thickens set aside to cool. 
Place a tablespooful of the cold sauce 
on each slice of moat and garnish the 
dish with sprigs of parsley. If desired, 
the cold meat can be warmed in the 
tomato sauce and served hot. 



Grease In the Sink Pipe. 

Keep a can of concentrated lye (caus- 
tic soda or potash) on the shelf near the 
sink and every morning make a boiling 
hot solution of a heaped teaspoonful of 
it and pour down the pipes, and after it 
has rostod in the trap a few minutes, to 
cut the grease of the day previous, Hush 
it out with boiling water. The pipo will 
bo kept clear. In several years' use of a 
kitchen sink, there has been no cause of 
complaint on this account since this plan 
lias been adopted and kept in use. 



THE CANNY SCOTCHMAN. 



HIh Vices and His Virtues Compared With 
Those or Other Folks. 

One is not quite sure that the religi- 
osity of the Scotch makes them so much 
more virtuous than people who pay less 
attention to "the moans of grace." But 
while it cannot readily be proved that 
they have more of the positive virtues 
than their neighbors there is at least 
some reason to believe that they are 
freer from a few of tho ngly vices than 
thoir southern cousins, although when 
tho .Scot is bad ho is very bad. When lie 
gives way to drink, for instance, ho 
runs to great lengths. But it will be 
found that there is much less wife heat- 
ing (there being nothing in Scotland at 
all resembling tho frightful practice of 
"clogging" known in Lancashire 
towns), much less cruelty to children, 
much more kindliness and fellow feel- 
ing among tho .Scottish people than 
among the English, while at tho same 
time tho Scotch are not nearly so clan- 
nish as the Irish, the Jows or the Chi- 
nese. 

In his poem on "Nothing" Rochester 
hasclassed "Scotch civility" along with 
"French truth" and "Hibernian learn- 
ing" as being nonexistent. Even Waltei 
Scott causes Mr. Owen to speak of a 
typical Scot liki- Bailie Nicol Jurvie, as 
"that, cross grained crabstick of the 
Saltinarket, " and are we not told that 
tho term "Scot" as well as "Gael," de- 
rived from a word for "wind," mean, 
"tho violent, stormy people?" In spite 
of all this and much more to tho same 
end the Scot, take him all in all, is no; 
fairly chargeable with being lacking in 
courtesy. The word "couthy" (the op- 
posite or positive of "uncouth," dimin- 
utived by the addition of the terminal 
"y"), signifying a combination of quiet 
kindliness and sweetness of manner, has 
no English equivalent, and thus would 
seem to indicate a peculiarly Scotch 
quality, which, it may be said, tends to 
wane considerably with the growth ol 
commercialism, giving place to a brus- 
quely peculiarly the ontcomo of the 
"rush" of business, and what Carlylo 
called the "mere cash nexus" between 
man aud man. 

Scottish speech abounds in what may 
bo called pet words, which would seem 
to testify that, whether the Scotch be 
stormy and sharp tonguod or not, they 
can, upon occasion, be as insinuatingly 
smooth tongnod as the wily Italian him- 
self. — Westminster Review. 



Green Tomato Pickles. 

To make green tomato pioklos, slico a 
peck of green tomatoes aud a dozen largo 
onions and pack thorn in a jar in alter- 
nate layers, with salt between. Lot them 
stand 24 hours; then take out and drain 
off the brine. Add an ounce of mace, 1 
of white ginger, 1 of celery seed, one-half 
ounce of cloves, one-half pound of 
white mustard seod, 2 tablospoonfuls 
of black pepper, !! pounds of brown sug- 
ar and a quart of vinegar. Boil until 
tender. 

Recipe For l'otato Loaf. 
Mashed potatoes, 2 eggs, well beaten; 
cold (-hiokon shredded fine. Mix togeth- 
er, adding buttor, popper and salt, and 
making in tho shapo of ft lOtti. Bake 
brown.

was so well qualified to give. 

In those primitive days it was hold 
that the be;'; mode of witnessing tho ob- 
sctirat on of the sun was to watch it 
through pieces of smoked glass, with 
which we were till duly provided when 
we sallied forth to an open pioco of 
ground where nothing impeded tho view. 
Tho result was that in tho course of a 
fow minutes the noses of overy ouo pres- 
ent wore severely blackened — uncon- 
sciously to themselves — and the appear- 
ance of the whole scientific party was 
irresistibly comic. 

Sir John Franklin appeared then 60 
full of life and energy and high spirits 
that it was difficult to think of him aft- 
erward as the wornout suffering hero of 
that last fatal voyago, which hold the 
country in suspense as to his fate during 
a period cruelly long and trying to his 
wife and to all who had relatives among 
his companions in tho icebound vessels. 
Ouo of my cousins was of tho number, 
and I well remember tho sensation in 
his home when somo of the relics of the 
disastrous expedition, afterward brought 
back, were identified as having belonged 
to him. — Blackwood's Magazine,

been ao Bhriekod at by the foolish. Many 
llvoa will yet be written of Mr. Gladatono ; 
yet, after all tho light haa been thrown 
on him that ia to ha had from confidential 
dooumonta and state secrets and tho whia- 
pora of friends ond fooB, ho will bo an onigmu 
to ordinary men. He touched heaven, and 
fain would have had commorca with it only; 
but political life was hia lot and tho Quoon'e 
government hud to bo oarried on with such 
instruments as wore to be had, and eo ho 
touched pitch alao. vVorao, ho waa un- 
willing to acknowledge that it waa pitch, 
and thoreforo tho Nemesis fell on him of not 
alwaya aeeiug thinga absolutely atraight. 

LIGHTNING AND RUBBERS. 

Wear Goloshes During u Thunderstorm, if 
You Are Afraid. 

Tho one thing which a woman most 
dreads — barring, of course, a mouse and 
being out of style— is a thunder shower. 
Many most estimable women, of charac- 
ter and force, who can lead great cru- 
sades and revolutionize sooioty, go all 
to pieces at a clap of thunder, and a 
good many men, too, for that matter. 

It is not agreeable to bo struck by 
lightning. Nor is it at all necessary. 
There is a sure preventive- -as sure as 
it is simple, inexpensive and always ac 
cessible — a pair of rubbers. If a woman 
will simply put on a pair of rubbers 
when the lightning begins to (lash and 
tho thunder to roar, and will stand on 
tho floor so that sho touches nothing 
else, sho will bo as safe as if sho were 
sealed in a glass cage. 

Rubber is a nonconductor of electric 
ity, and if tho lightning has to go 
through a, sheet of rubber to get at you 
it will leave yon alone and take some- 
thing else. In other words, when you 
have on a pair of rubbers and are not in 
contact with anything, yon are perfectly 
insulated. 

This is not a theory merely. It is a 
fact proved by innumerable oxporieftces 
A pair of rubbers has saved many a lifo 
iri a thunderstorm. 

Last summer Horace W. Folgor of 
Cambridgoport, Mass. , was ou a pilot 
boat in Boston harbor, when a thunder 
shower came up. Ho was on deokwear 
ing rubber boots, but steadying himself 
with one hand by a wire cablo from tho 
main topmast. Lightning struck tho top- 
mast, shivering it into splinters. Down 
tho cablo went tho current. Folgor was 
knocked unconscious. When ho recover- 
ed, ho was full of aohes and pains, but 
ho pulled through. If it had not boon 
for tho rubber boots, tho current would 
have passed entirely through him. As it 
was tho current could not get through 
his boots, so it passed down tho cablo. 

It might bo well to add that a pair of 
rnbbors to be effective against lightning 
must bo sound and whole. Do not put 
on an old pair witli a crack in tho too 
because electricity will get out of a very 
small holo when it is cornered, and a 
pair of defective rubbers will do you no 
good. — Now York Press.

Farther News of the Old '•' Cariboo & 
Fly "-A FaBt Voyage From 
Liverpool. 

Departure of the R.M.S. " Empress of 
Japan"— H-MS. "Pheasant" 
in Dock. 



Captain George Brown, tho ehiof en- 
gineer and a fireman of the ateamer Cariboo 
& Fly, arrived from the North on tho 
Bteamor Barbara BoBoowitz yestorday 
morning, bringing confirmatory news of the 
loss of tho old pioneer voeeel. Tho steamer 
atruck on tho lat inst., and, contrary to ox 
peotations, her machinery has not thus far 
bcon savod. An explanation given of the 
veeBel's present condition is that her back la 
broken and that sho lies with tho water 
flowing freely in and out of hor at every 
tide. Her machinery Ib said to be of littlo 
value. On the evening of the 29th ulb. tho 
steamer reached the Skoena from Victoria, 
and it was only two daya later, when go- 
ing Into Mill Bay, aho met with 
the mishap. Sho was at the timo 
in a leaky condition and to 
make mattera worse ono of her engines broke 
down at a oritical time. The BoBoowilz 
brought down to Viotorla a full cargo, made 
up of 3,147 casoB of salmon for R. P. Rithet 
& Co,, from Lowo Inlot ; 3,850 cbbob from 
River's Inlet for Findloy, Durham & Brodie, 
and a large quantity of box lumber and 
furs.

Mr. D. D. Duhig, a pruspaotor who has 
apent tho past two years examining a claim 
of about 500 acroa of mlnoral property on 
the QueBnelle river, Cariboo, ia a guest at 
the Driard. His operations have b«en con- 
ducted in tho interests of an Engllah ayndi- 
oate, who are repreaentod in Vanoouver by 
J. M. Buxton & Co., and who are on the liGth 
inatant in oonsequonoo of favorable reports 
from Mr. Duhig, to form themsolves into a 
stock company for tho purpose of develop- 
ing tho property. What makoa the pros- 
pects of the claim particularly promising is 
tho fact that tho water supply tin be oasily 
utilized. Aa to tho manner or extent of tho 
oontomp'-ated operations Mr. Duhig does not 
Bay much, as all will dopend on 
the wishes of the company after It 
lb t'ormod. Mr. Duhig brings down a small 
but excellent) oamplo of tho gold found on 
Judgu Charles E. FiBhbaek'a (of Seattle) 
cl iim. The lattor, accompanied by hie wifo, 
wnnt all through tho Cariboo oountry last 
summer, and aa a reaulb obtained tho right 
ol 2G miloB of the Quoanello river for dredg- 
ing purposes. It is from thlsolaim the sam- 
ple oamo, and Mr. Duhig flpoaka very highly 
of tho proporty. The Hohaon minb, at the 
Forks, iB now coming into groat prominence, 
and next year ita manager anticipates a yield 
of fully §1,000,000. In 2(i daya work there 
has been f 11,800 in gold takon out very re- 
ce itly, and that, too, In a working day of 
on'y 12 hours. Tho great hill which pro- 
duc-.a the yellow mineral, and which Mr. 
Duhig describes as being three times the 
height of the Driard hotel, can unfortunate- 
ly only beworked in thedayt!me,owingtothe 
frequency of landslides. From itabaBo upwards 
piping Interaeots It and it is hero the miners 
are engaged. Sentlnela are employed whose 
Bole duty Is to notify ihoio at work of dan- 
gsr— of a Bllde when it Btarts down the 
mountain side. Ono of these slides buried a 
miner about a month ago who had not oal- 
oulated sufficiently on the extent of ground 
within the danger limit. He atood off 
aeverul hundred feot, but while watching 
tho progreaB of the elide down the mountain 
he was atruck and buriod undor fifteen feet 
of earth and dobris. The mine ia full of 
ditches, any of which would bo navigable 
for many of the local steamora. All 
the Quesnolle rivor claims appear to bo 
giving good returns and one which has not 
been mentioned and which will como into 
prominence next year is that situated below 
Forty-Mil Creek, and at proeent being pros- 
p?cted by Montrealers. Mr. Duhig says 
that on tho north fork of the rivor thero aro 
aplendid water privileges — tho only want 
in tho Cariboo country. He sayB, too, that 
thero la a very strong probability that a 
telophone wire will bo strung connec:ing 
150-Mile house on tho main roud with Quea- 
nello Forks. The service would be of great 
valuo and benefit would bo derived from it 
in innumerable ways.

At other timoa the forwards broke away 
with tho ball brilliantly, but inatoad of koep 
Ing It within reach and under thoir control 
klckod it wildly to the oppoflng tbreo quar- 
ters. (This was equivalent to passing tho 
ball to the throe quartora aud giving thorn a 
clear run. 

In other wordB, tho toamB neglected tho 
general rule that a forward whon dribbling 
should keop tho ball within his roaoh. In 
faot a forward should not generally kick 
more than a yard or two unloss he 1b kioking 
into touch, punting. high (so that his side 
cua got undor the ball beiore it falls), or haa 
a clear field bofore him ; or, I might add, 
haa a fair ohanoo of dropping a goal.
